Looking round the reconstruction 
site, he highly praised the good 
workmanship of the service personnel 
engaged in the construction, saying 
he could see they have done each 
process of building work scrupulously 
and with all sincerity. 

He also spoke highly of the KPA 
units and sub-units involved in the 
reconstruction campaign in_ the 
Komdok area for solidly building 
retaining walls in concrete along 
the road and railway sections prone 


to landslides and improving river 
conditions in a qualitative way so that 
they could be impervious to natural 
disasters in the future. 

Thanks to the service personnel who 
were dispatched to the reconstruction 
sites in different parts of the country 
on combat missions given by the 
Party Central Committee and are 
engaged in a fierce battle, the 75th 
anniversary of the founding of the 
WPkK could be celebrated in splendour 
and the square of celebrations could 
be adorned more splendidly, he said, 
giving his thanks to all the soldier

He said he was pleased to hear that 
the afflicted people would be able 
to be provided with new houses by 
the end of this month, and requested 
relevant officials to take thorough 
measures to supply them with food 
and daily necessities and to take good 
care of them. 

He was so unhappy to see single- 
storey houses located tightly in a 
haphazard way on a mountain slope 
on his way to a house construction 
site. At present new houses are built 
only when old ones are brought 
down by natural disasters, he said, 


adding that local 
construction should 
not be done that 
way and that, as 
he had said shortly 
ago, the goal for 
local construction 
should be set in a 
planned way and 
be attained in a far- 
sighted way. 

He unveiled a far- 
reaching plan for 
turning the Komdok 
area, the DPRK’s 
leading large-scale 
mineral production 
base, into the 
country’s model 
mountainous town 
next to Samjiyon 
City and its model 
mining town by 
doing away with 
the centuries-old 
backwardness in 
Taehung, Komdok 
and Ryongyang and 
building modern 
dwelling houses that meet the 
requirements of the new century. 

He expressed his determination to 
complete as the first-stage project the 
ongoing reconstruction for recovery 
from damage in a qualitative way by 
directing all efforts during the 80-day 
campaign, and to build as the second- 
stage project 25 000 new houses at the 
Komdok Mining Complex, Taehung 
Youth Hero Mine and Ryongyang 
Mine during the five-year plan which 
will be put forward at the Eighth 
Congress of the Party.

Recycling encouraged 


The efforts for recycling 
waste water and materials are 
getting brisker in the DPRK. 

The waste water from 
mining pits is recycled in 
Ryanggang Province to prevent 
environmental pollution and 
produce a variety of pigments. 

Having strong resistance to 
severe weather and heat and 
tinting power, the pigments 
can be used in making building 
materials like coating materials, 
mortar and paving _ stones. 
Coating materials and artificial 
stone boards coloured with the 
pigments have been introduced 
into the dwelling construction 
in Samjiyon and Hyesan. 

The Kangso Silk Mill turns 


out protein feed for breeding 
stock by recycling the waste 
water from its production. 

Pyongyang University of 
Architecture made slag foam 
glass by mixing scrap glass, slag, 
foaming agent and stabilizer at 
a certain ratio. 

This product is used for 
thermal insulation at houses, 
industrial buildings and heating 
and freezing facilities. 

Besides, many units have 
recycled plastic waste and 
used oil to produce insulating 
materials, plastic tubes, raw 
materials for chemical goods 
and soap.

of the United Nations, 
at least 820 million 


people around the world, 
including 244 million children 
under five years old, were 
suffering from hunger as of last 
June. 

Especially, estimates have it 
that about 50.6 million people 
will be suffering from food 
shortage in the Horn of Africa 
and some 15.4 million under 
five will suffer malnutrition in 
the western and middle parts 
of Africa by the end of this 
year. 


In actuality, ceaseless natural 
disasters, climate change, 
armed disputes and epidemics, 
as main contributory factors in 
the destruction of food security, 
cause food crises in many 
countries.

Makeup porcelain dates back 
to fourteenth century 


Makeup porcelain, one of 
the valuable national cultural 
heritage elements, dates back 
to the latter half of the period 
of Koryo Kingdom (918-1392) 
and has developed for a long 
time. 

As a variation of the Koryo 
pattern-inlaid ceramics, the 
porcelain is made by applying the 
ornamental method of scratching 
and brushing after daubing mud 
whose colour is different from the 
ground colour in order to cover up 
the uneven colour tune of ground 
mud. Therefore, it normally looks 
simple yet graceful. 

In order to enhance decorative 
effects, its surface is sometimes 
coated with white mud water or

stamped with flower patterns. 
Such methods also make up 
for the rough ground mud and 
unsightly colour of the surface. 

That is why itis called makeup 
porcelain. 

Faced with various technical 
obstacles in the making of 
Koryo celadon in the late period 
of Koryo Kingdom, ceramic 
makers daubed white mud 
on the surface and decorated 
it with different patterns and 
applied glaze on it so as to cover 
up the rough ground mud and 
unattractive tune of colours. 

Afterwards, the makeup 
porcelain developed into 
one that embodies national 
sentiments and emotion in

Rimyongsu Falls 


Rimyongsu Falls are located 
in Samjiyon, Ryanggang 
Province. 

The waterfall flows in lots 
of streams like rolls of silk 
hanging over the right cliff of 
Rimyongsu Valley which was 
formed by the erosion of basalt 
that was thrown up during the 
volcanic eruption of Mt Paektu 
a million years ago. 

It is a rare cascade where 
subterranean water gushes out 
of cracks in rocks. Nine main 
streams run against the raised 
parts of rocks to form sprays of 
beads and flow into the artificial 
lake of the Rimyongsu Barrage. 

A pavilion stands above 
the falls, black rocks are seen 
between streams, the lake 
below is crystal clear and they 
all blend in so well with the 
surrounding forests. On sunny 


days a rainbow is cast through 
the spray from the waterfall. 

Azalea blossoms in spring, 
green forests in summer and 
crimson foliage in autumn are 
reflected on the waterfall and 
lake to offer unique lovely 
sights, but the most breathtaking 
scene unfolds in winter. 

Even in freezing cold winter, 
the water temperature of the 
falls does not go down to below 
4°C and therefore streams flow 
down between icicles and hoar 
frost forms on surrounding trees 
to provide enchanting views. 

The marvellous Rimyongsu 
Falls fed with underground 
water were listed as a 
national natural monument in 
January 1980 for the scenic 
significance.

Kangso Mineral Water 
was listed as a_ national 
natural monument in 1982 
and obtained the certificates 
of appellation of origin of 
the DPRK and the World 
Intellectual Property 
Organization.
